We think the above 
letter symbolises the whole effect and intention of 
the Roman Catholic religion, in its abbreviated 
symbol J.C., and its displayed blazonry of the 
Virgin. 

But the Mariolatry of the Church of Rome is 
killing itself. Believing with the Epicureans of old 
that the Deity was too great and too powerful to 
regard us creatures of a day, or to accept our service, 
the Romish Church instituted a series of mediators 
whose aid can be cheaply procured. The present 
system is to exalt the Virgin to an equality with the 
Deity, and thence to give birth toa series of lesser 
and subordinate intercessors. Twenty years since, 
in a beok of hymns, published “by authority” in 
Paris, and entitled Cantigues d [usage des Con- 
Jreres des Paroisses de Paris, are found the following 
lines (p. 175) :--- 

“O Mary, 
Calm the rage of thy heavenly husband! 
Let Him be kind to all that are thine! 


Of thy heavenly husband calm the rage ! 
Soften his heart towards us.” 


The tendency of the present hour is to place Joseph 
between Mary and the priest. The letter above 
printed has at its heading a stamp in embossed work, 
representing, not the Virgin, but Joseph holding 
the Bambino. The convent is that of St. Joseph of 
Derby. In our own city, confraternities in honour 
of St. Joseph are springing up, and a Litany is 
chaunted in his special honour. Pity that the 
Pope’s power of creating duties has been so lately 
exercised, else we might have a new dogma of the 
Roman Church apotheosising St. Joseph on the 
part of those who, in the “ Garden of the Soul,” are 
contented to call our Saviour “ a PIOU8 PELICAN.” 


The Times on deficient means of Locomotion on the 
Continent :--- 

Our correspondent at Florence writes us a letter on a 
prosaic, but still highly important subject. France and 
Sardinia have lately gone to war for an idea-—the libera- 
tion of Italy from foreign domination, and, though this 
object has not been entirely accomplished, yet both 
States congratulate themselves on having done a great 
and glorious work. There now remains for them the 
execution of another duty, which, though it may not 
resound throughout the earth like the cannon of 
Solferino, will yet gain for them permanent renown, 
and, moreover, the thanks of all Europe. We allude 
to the means of locomotion, which are still notoriously 
deficient in both countries, and, indeed, in some parts 
hardly superior to those in use fifty years since. 
Any one who has experience in the sending and receipt 
of letters between London and remote districts of France, 
or between London and Italy, will be aware of the long 
and tedious and useless delays which hamper his cor- 
respondence. The details of some of these are given in 
our correspondent’s letter. Will it be believed that at 
the present time, and 30 years after the introduction of 
railways into Great Britain, a London newspaper 
reaches Turin only on the fourth day after its publi- 
cation, and actually after the arrival of a passenger who 
may himself fairly complain of having been delayed on 
the road? A man may take a London newspaper of 
Saturday in his pocket and reach Turin before the news- 
papers of Friday have been distributed. The same thing 
is observable throughout all that vast extent of France 
which has not yet been pierced by railways. Much is, 
indeed, due to the present Government of France. It 
was a fault of Louis Philippe’s Administration that the 
inventions which have marked the present age were 
little encouraged by him and his Doctrinaire or literary 
Ministers. England was almost covered with railways 
before France had mvre than one or two lines open. 
Indeed, the Republic had fallen and Louis Napoleon was 
an Emperor before Lyons was joined to Paris by steam 
communication. 

Those who are ever content with the present, and ex- 
pressing wonder at what has been already done, may 
think us rather dissatisfied, but we cannot but desire to 
see faster express trains between the French Channel 
ports and Paris. The gain of two or three hours is of 
much importance in a journey between London and 
Paris, and to those who ask if we are not satisfied with 
dining in one capital and breakfasting next morning in 
the other, we would answer, that when so much has been 
done for the comfort of the public, when ladies and in- 
valids and men on urgent business can be transported 
in a few hours to their destination, it is for 
the interest of both countries to improve to 
the very utmost the means of communication. 
Who does not contemplate with horror the thought of a 
Journey in one of those frightful conveyances? We all 
of us know what it is, and there is no necessity to ap- 
peal to the remembrance of those getting on in life, for’ 
the diligence is stilla French institution, and as late as 
the year 1855 the traveller rumbled from Lyons to 
Marseilles at the rate of five miles an hour, the vehicle 
being commonly behind time, and allowing scarce ten 
minutes to snatch a morsel of food. The horrid feeling 
of not having washed or changed one’s garments for the 
last three or four days-—a period indefinitely extended 
to the imagination of the sufferer who has been mewed u 
between an obese Italian and a Prov farmer wi 
earrings and very dirty hands---will not be forgotten by 
the present generation. Thatit may be a matter of tra- 
dition to our children, we now upon the French Go- 
vernment the priety of furnishing its lieges with a 
more rapid mode of- locomotion. Not that we would ad- 
vise the French Emperor or any other foreign 
authority to fall into the error of our own 
people, and cover the country with a network of rail- 
ways which can never pay. Our own, indeed, is a 
land of wonderful convenience for travelling, 
but it has been purchased at a dear, a ruinous rate. That 
anybody may go to any station, at pretty nearly any 
time, and be sure of ara railway conveyance to any 
other part of these islands bu

The Times on the Voyage of the Great Eastern to 


Holyhead:--- | 


The Great Eastern has performed her voyage to 
Holyhead in a manner which we are informed is con- 
sidered highly satisfactory, and even to surpass the 
expectations of the most sanguine of her projectors. We 
say we are informed, because, owing, as it appears to us, 
to certain little items of mismanagement, which might 
easily have been avoided, we are not presented with any 
clear or precise solution of the great experiment, but 
only with data from which hypothetical’ results may 
be drawn. It would be more tatisfactory to us, and 
we suspect to the public at large, who make no 
profession to any technical engineering knowledge, 
to know what the Great Ship can do by what she 
has achieved, rather than by inferences drawn from her 
performance under drawbacks and difficulties. The 
Great Eastern has gone from Portland to Holyhead with- 
out giving the public any accurate means of knowing 
what is the s she can attain by the aid of her screw 
and her paddles, what speed she can attain by her sails 
alone going befpre the wind, and what speed she 
can attain by the united aid of wind, screw, and 
paddies, with her square sails set. There may be, 
however, reason$ with which we are not acquainted 
which interfered’ with the completeness of the 
trial, and, tantalising as the result is, we must accept it 
for what it is worth, until we can obtain fuller and 
more particular information. The Great Eastern 
started from Pprtland on Saturday afternoon, and 
steamed, at little more than half-speed, to the Start 
Light, achieving! nearly 13 knots an hour. This result, 
eminently satisfactory as it is, is not to be treated as a 
maximum, for h¢re we must begin with the system of 
allowances and deductions. The centre of gravity was 
below the centre of motion. ‘The vessel wasin bad trim, for 
she ought to have been eightcen inches more down 
by the stern to enable the screw to exert its full power— 
a defect which one would think might, without much 
difficulty, have been avoided. Under such circumstances 
this performance must be regarded as of great promise. 
From the Start tothe Eddystone Lighthouse, a distance 
of 25 knots, or nearly 29 miles, the full force of the ves- 
sel was to be tri¢d, and the distance was accomplished in 
an hour and three-quarters, at the rate of about sixteen 
miles and a halfan hour. This is a remarkable result. 
The vessel undef easy steam, running at little more than 
half speed, accoémplishes nearly fifteen miles an hour. 
and when pusijed to her full speed goes only sixteen 
miles and a half But here, again, an allowance has to 
be made which entirely vitiates the calculation, 
for the escape valve got jammed and the fires 
had to be reduced, and the speed taken off in 
order to releasp it, so that all we can conclude from 
the experiment; is, that the vessel can go something 
more than sixteen and a half miles an hour, though 
how much more we have at present no data for 
estimating. ‘Ihe vessel was afterwards tried with a 
strong breeze from the north-east, but which being a 
side wind did'not permit of setting the square sails. 
The result was a speed of fifteen knots an hour, 


one knot and a half an hour of which was due to the 


setting of the shils. The vessel was also tried with the 
screw alone,which propelled her at@the rate of nine 
knots an hour; and with the paddles alone, which pro- 
pelled her at the rate of from seven and a-half to eight

I propose, as regards the complete 
carrying out of this plan in detail, that your 
lordship and honor’s appoint a water brigade of eight 
or ten stout fellows, with an inspector, at an expense 
not much exceeding £300 a year, to be employed in 
sweeping and cleansing the river from the side walls to 
the water’s edge every receding tide; and by taking por- 
tions of it daily, they would be enabled effectually to 
cleanse it from top to‘bottom, at least twice in each week, 
with as much ease and safety, and much more regularity, 
than the flagways are now swept and cleansed. I fur- 
ther propose, taking it as an accomplished fact that when 
the city should be supplied with pure and whole- 
some water from the Liffey’s source, that “the 
spare water from the canals, now so much dete- 
riorated by the decomposition of abominable animal 
and vegetable substances as to be almost undrinkable-- 
I speak of the South side more particularly--should here- 
after. instead of finding its way into our stomachs 
through the medium of the cook, the kettle, and tea- 
pot, be employed in flushing and cleansing our admira- 
bly constructed new sewers, not forgetting the old ones, 
at least once in each week all through, and, 
by thas systematically cleansing them and the 
bed. of the river, we should have, if not 
the most healthy, certainly the best cleansed, city in all 
her Majesty’s dominions. 
I take it for granted that the carrying out of these 
two plans would require an outlay of £500,000, one-halfof 
which I am certain Parliament would cheerfully grant 
for works of such utility, and more particularly as an 
experiment of what may be accomplished in a sanitary 
point of view in tidal rivers in other parts of the 
Empire. 

To raise the remaining £200 and £250,000, I would re- 

spectfutly call on the Government, as an act of grace and 
justice to Ireland, to hand over the revenue of the 
Woods and Forests—now, I understand, employed 
in decorating London--for the next twenty or thirty 
years to come---which, with a borough, water, and river 
rate of 6d. in the pound for the same period, would 
under judicious management, be amply  sufli- 
cient to carry out an undertaking of such 
absolute necessity, and, I may add, of national im- 
portance. 
With the pros and cons the practicability or imprac- 
ticability, I (a non-professional) am totally unacquainted 
[ have traced the outline. I leave the task to wiser 
heads, and men of science and engineering skill, ac- 
quainted with its difficulties and win Ti to carry 
out the work---such a work as, I think, would have done 
honour to ancient Greece or Rome, in their most pros- 
perous days, and thereby immortalise their names as 
benefactors of their country.

Conse- 
quently I do not see the Figaro or the Univers, or the 
political mazdements of the bishops. But an inhabitant 
of Sav ane,who takes an interest in me, and does not like 
tg ste me insulted, yesterday sent me a copy of your 

mphiet. You, monseigneur,are a Liberal. You formerly 
defended freedom of instruction, or at any rate what the 
French clergy call by that name. You tolerate the classic 
aathors, and you have a little seminary of your own in 
which you have Greek tragedies played. You op- 
posed M. Veuillot with a courage not commonly found 
umong men of your cloth, and you only bowed to that 
great genius when the Pope took his part against you. 
You now, monseigneur, defend the liberty of the press 
—nay, more, you boldly and openly practise it, with 
that manly pride which is fostered in heroes of the long 
robe by the certainty of impunity.

[it conceivable that your ecclesiastical habit can have 
enfranchized you from the allegiance due to both your 
legitimate sovereigns, and made you the subject 
of a petty foreign prince? Do not suppose, 
mOnseigneur, that any rsonal rancour prompts 
these observations. You have ill-treated me, it is 
crue, but in such good company that I am only too 
much honoured by your attacks. I shall be most 
happy to remain to the end of my days in the category 
in which you have classed me by the side of the King 
of Sardinia and the glorious chiefs of the Italian revo- 
lution. I even confess, between ourselves, that I did 
not think my advocacy of the cause of an opprcssed 
people was worthy of such a glorious recompense. 
Perhaps you would have done better to have spoken 
in more courteous terms of a literary man and a gentle- 
man. For only to suppose such a misfortune as that 
fifteen or twenty years hence you should find me on 
the next bench to you in the French Academy, you 
would be forced either to leave your seat or to admit 
that you had gone a little too far. But religious pole- 
inics have their peculiar customs. The instruments of 
terture which religion no longer dares to use in practice 
it imports, as far as practicable, into its language. ‘The 
sacred fire of the Inquisition now burns only in the 
eloquence of men. Í was made to fecl it in the first

For it is easier to ruin an editor than to ruin an argn- 
ment; there is no reply so irrefutable as a seizure. Ac- 
cording to law, I might, monseigneur, require you to 
insert this, my answer, in your next number—-Í mean 
your next mandate. But I will not be too exacting; I 
um satisfied with being in the right. I respectfully kiss 
your pastoral ring, and humbly bow, monseigneur, to 
the sacred character with which you are invested.

THE QUEEN’S UNIVERSITY IN IRELAND.

The Vice-Chancellor rose and said---In the absence of 
our Chancellor, the Earl of Clarendon, it is my duty to 
confer upon the successful candidates from the Queen’s 
Colleges of Belfast, Cork, and Galway, the degrees and 
diplomas of this University. His Excellency the Lord 
Lieutenant has graciously assented to my request that 
he would distribute to those who have been most distin- 

ished in the recent examinations the medals and 

rs to which they have been declared entitled. For 
our most important degree, that of medicine, thirteen 
candidates have passed the examinations of this year, 
out of sixteen who presented themselves. One gentleman 
has sought and obtained one degree of Doctor of Laws ; 
six have been successfulin the examination for that of 
Master of Arts, and one Master of Arts of Trinity 
College, Dublin, has obtained the permission of the 
Senate to take the same degree in this University. Two 
candidates have been declared qualified to obtain the 
degree of Bachelor of Laws, and sixteen that of Bachclor 
of Arts. Seven students have succeeded in the ex- 
amination for the diploma of Engineering, and one in 
that for the diploma of Agriculture. Our first medical 
examinations have been successfully passed by twelve 
students. I felt some disappointment in observing that 
a larger proportionate number of candidates than usual 
have been unsuccessful in this year-—thirteen having so 
failed out of seventy-one who presented themselves 
before the examiners. [I trust that at our next annual 
meeting the greater number, if not all, of those gentile- 
men will be declared entitled to the distinctions which, 
for the present, they have failed toattain. ‘he numbers 
of this year have,as { am informed, been seriously 
diminished by circumstances which I had not calculated 
on as in any way likely to disturb the stucies of 
our colleges ; but the religious excitement in the North 
of Ireland, which has attracted of late so much public 
attention, appears to have had an unexpected influence 
in withdrawing some of the Belfast students cither 
altogether from their ordinary studies, or for a time, at 
least, from that degree of attention to them which was 
requisite in order to their being qualified as candidates 
on the present occasion. Iam informed on competent 
authority that if this interruption of their collegiate 
pursuits had not occurred, the number of students who 
might have been expected to come forward to seek 
their university degrees would have considerably ex- 
ceeded those of any former academic year. Whatever 
may be the future course of this movement, or its other 
results—about which it is not within my province to 
pronounce an opinion from this place—whether it is to 
pass away as a transitory burst of passionate feeling, or 
to subsideinto the sober earnestness of sincere belief and 
awakened conscience, I must only hereexpress the hope 
that it will not in any more serious degree dis- 
turb the progress of general and useful education. Of 
the candidates who have passed the several examinations, 
twenty-one have been further successful in the compe- 
tition for our medals and honors---some in two or three 
distinct subjects ; and of some of this distinguished por- 
tion of our classes very special commendation has been 
made to us by the examiners. Iam happy to record that 
on this occasion, for the first time, we have been enabled 
to award an honour for special proficiency in Sanscrit--- 
a language of so much interest, and to those who may 
seek admission to the East Indian service of so great 
importance. No important topics, whether for con- 
gratulation or remark, occur on the present occasion ag 
regards the existing condition of our colleges and uni- 
versity that have not already been touched upon in the 
observations which I have ventured to address to 
those assembled here on similar annual ceremonials. I have 
in those addresses endeavoured to point attention to 
the degrees, diplomas, and honors which we. have 
instttuted ; to the courses of study we require to be 
pursued in the Queen’s Colleges by the candidates tor 
those distinctions ; to the excellence of the staff of pro- 
fessors, and ofall the means and appliances provided 
in each of those institutions for the instruction of youth 
in every branch of science and secular knowledge, 
whether merely literary or technically professional. I 
have observed upon all the arrangements of that pecu- 
liar organisation of the colleges, which, leaving them 
free to all classes and to all sects, is calculated to afford 
to the students, their parents and friends, effective gua- 
rantees for adequate moral. su ision in the place of 
that domestic care which, for the term of their sojourn 
in the collegiate towns, must, in many instances, 
cease to operate upon our youthful pupils; and to 
secure the means of their seeking that separate 
religious instruction which the colleges do not 
rofess directly tolmpart. I have congratulated those 
nstitutions and the University on the gradually, though, 
still too slowly increasing numbers of their students, 
and the success of those who have come as candidates 
to our halls ; still more ow that of those who have found 
in the competitive examinations for public offices a road

Again has the success of 
some of our students in competitive examinations for 
the public service rewarded their exertions, and re- 
fl “honour on the Queen’s Colleges, from 
which they have proceeded. In the last examination of 
candidates for appointments in the civil service of 
India, held in August, the second place among Mr 
who were successful was obtained by Mr. John 
Mulligan, a student of the Queen’s College of Belfast; 
and Messrs. John Wilson, also of Belfast College, and 
Thomas Taylor Allen, from that of Cork, ob- 
tained distinguished places. And I will not, I trust, be 
considered travelling out of the fair line of observation 
proper to this place. And tothe subject, when I remark 
that it must be very gratifying to our patriotic feelings to 
beable to say that if Mr. Mulligan was not the first in 
that honourable band, he was only not so because a 
student of our more ancient Irish University was there 
to take the highest prize. In their general consti- 
tution and their public character, the colleges still, 
happily, remain the same as when they were first founded 
by her Most Gracious Majesty, in accordance with 
the opinion of Parliament, as expressed in the statute of 
1845 :—* For the better advancement of learning among 
all classes of her Majesty's subjects in Ireland.” In the 
spirit of that great declaration they are open to students 
of all denominations. and students of all denominations 
frequeat the halls. ‘This University still partakes of the 
same spirit, and it is still in the same sense truly uni- 
versal. Some things remain to be done which are 
requisite still further to advance in Ireland that learn- 
ing which it is their province to teach—some measures 
essential to their full and perfect expansion—but 
they are measures of construction and addition, 
not of separation and distinction. The progress 
of middle-class education has not yet advanced to that 
stage which it is essential it should reach, in order to 
the complete development of the working powers and capa- 
bilities of the Queen’s Colleges. Much was hoped for 
from the investigations of the Commissioners of En- 
dowed Schools in Ireland. Much was possibly yet to be 
done to render those investigations, and the valuable 
report of the commissioners, of some public service, 
though, perhaps, in a far less degree than in its origin 
that inquiry was expected to effect. The colleges still 
want that extended assistance of school preparation 
which would enable many to seck a colle iate educa- 
tion, and to profit largely by it, who are now de- 
barred from approach to their halls. It is not my 
design, nor would this be the appropriate place, to 
enter more fully into the questions which have arisen 
in connection with this great subject of intermediate 
education. I will only from this place express my ear- 
nest hope that, in the consideration of it, the wisdom of the 
statesman and the decisions of the Legislature will con- 
tinue to be guided by the same principles of justice, 
liberality, and tolerance which have hitherto prevailed 
in the institution of the Queen’s Colleges and of this 
University ; and still more widely, through the length 
and breadth of our land, in the establishment, support, 
and government of the system of United National Edu- 
cation, I allude to that system here for another pur- 
pose. A new source of aid to our colleges has been 
suggested by some as capable of being supplied by the 
introduction of classical teaching in the National 
Schools, more especially in the higher classes of those 
schools under the immediate management of the com- 
missioners. For my own part I have long thought that 
such learning might well beincorporated with the teach- 
ing of those schools, or, at all events, with the training 
education of the teachers. To others whose duty it has 
also been te consider the subject this has not seemed to 
be so desirable. ‘The more wide-spread clementary edu- 
cation of the poor has appeared to them to be the para- 
mount object of that trust with which the commis- 
sioners are invested, and the introduction of clas- 
sical teaching to be beyond their province, or, at Jeast, to 
require some special sanction of Parliament. Others 
doubt the expediency ofthe change on different grounds. 
{t has not yet been adopted ; and I only go so far into 
detail upon the subject for the purpose of disabusing 
the public mind of the impression, if by any it has been 
seriously entertained, that classical teaching has not 
been introduced through any spirit of antagonism to the 
Queen’s Colleges. I can safely affirm that no such 
feeling prevails. These are all kindred institutions, 
working to the same end—the general advancement of 
knowledge in Ireland—a knowledge, however, suited in 
its degrees to the respective classes for the supply of 
whose educational wants they have been severally ap- 
pointed and designed, which each is bound, 
and I believe most willing, to assist and 
advance the cther in all the ways that may 
be open through the agency of their distinctive 
ministrations. Should the improtements be effected in 
middle class education to which I have thus alluded, I 
have no doubt that the Queen’s Colleges wiil largely 
partake in the advancing movement, and manifest to the 
public an increasing usefulness and a more marked suc- 
cess than from various causes, but chiefly from the de- 
ficiencies of school teachingin their respective provinces, 
they have as yet been able to attain. Such measures will, 
as I have said, be measures of construction and addition, 
notof separation and destruction. They will strengtten 
and improve those institutions in which you, my young 
friends, who have come from the lecture-rooms of 
your Colleges toassume this day the decrees and diplomas 
of the Queen’s University, have hitherto pursued your 
honourable studies. Other measures may be suggested 
---others have been demanded ; far be it from me to ques - 
tion the sincerity of any man’s opinion who may think 
that in those measures a better course of strictly religious 
education may possibly be found. But if schools and 
colleges are to be rigidly based on theological obstruc- 
tions, they must necessarily be separate in ali things 
and for all sects---for every division of religious opinion 
which mayfhave its votaries in every of the 
empire. In the spirit of peace, in the conviction that 
national education never ought to be mixed up with the 
conflict of creeds or the exclusive t

On this, the fourth, 
and at the present time, we feel that it is of no 
small advantage to have once more thus associated 
with us, if I may venture on the expression, 
in the person of the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland—the 
early, long-tried, consistent friend and advocate of civil 
and religious liberty-—the supporter of every institution 
founded for the benefit of our country, and the ameliora- 
tion of the condition of her people, physically and 
intellectually. It is a presence to us full of encourage- 
ment and hope, it justifies the past, it graces the present, 
it heralds the future, and in that future we have an 
abiding confidence that our progress Will advance with 
the advancing prosperity of the country, and will 
continue to receive, as we think it has hitherto done, the 
approval and the good wishes of all who, like your 
Excellency, manifest their attachment to the great 
National principles of united education. 

His Excellency then rose and said—The Vice-Chan- 
cellor of the Queen’s University has laid before this 
assembly, with his usual clearness and precision, all 
that pertains to the present circumstances and actual 
condition of the institution in which heholds so eminent 
a post.

source that nothing’ has occurred of a retrograde or un- 
favourable character, but that the intervening period 
has been marked by features of distinction and hopeful- 
ness. I infer, [{ndeed, on this occasion, that there 
are two causes, one of a more local, and it may be 
transient, the other of a more general and inherent cha- 
racter, which may be considered to have operated against 
a fuller attendance of competitors for the prizes and ho- 
nors which it has been my pleasing duty toaward to the 
successful candidates. ‘The general cause to which I 
refer has been fully pointed out by the Vice-Chancellor— 
the absence of a sufficient number cf intermediate or 
middle-class schools, to act as feeders or tributaries to 
the respective colleges. ‘This want is both recognised 
and appreciated by the Government, and the subject is 
now engaging attention ; it is not, however, without dif- 
ficulties, both intrinsic and imported. ‘The more local, and 
as yet at least partial, cause is one which I merition nei- 
ther with a view on this occasion to the expression of 
praise or blame, of sympathy or misgiving, but asa mat- 
ter of positive fact. I am credibly assured several 
young men, who would otherwise have been here 
from the college at Belfast as competitors for our 
honors and degrees, have been diverted from their 
purpose by the engrossing interest excited by what 
is generally termed the Revival in the North of Ireland. 
This is an incident worthy of being considered with 
that cautious and reverent watchfulness which is emi- 
neutly due to the whole subject.
